Thursday, April 20, 1967, is a date that will go down in 
University history. 
On that day, the Nebraska Legislature approved a bill initiat- 


ing a merger between the University of Omaha and the Uni-- 
_ versity of Nebraska. , 


The next step in the proceedings will put the merger question 
up before Omaha voters for their approval. 

Should Omahans give their support to the merger, the 
final obstacle to the union would be overcome and OU 
would assume a new role as the University of Nebraska- 
Omaha. — 

Gateway reporters, in Lincoln the day of the: final souig, 
gathered varied observations from’ some of the key figures in- 


’ volved in the merger. 


OU Acting President Kirk Riese said, “I think this is just 
wonderful, It’s the greatest thing that equa have ‘happened to 
‘this University.” 


Regents President Robert Spire, also-present for the final. 


vote, added, “This is a great step forward for higher education in 
Nebraska and a great show of confidence, by the legislators, in 
higher education.” 


Governor Pleased, Others Not 
Dr, Clayton Yeutter, Administrative Assistant to Governor 
‘Tiemann, stated that the Governor had -worked very hard, for the 


‘merger, and that he was “extremely pleased” with the acceptance 


of the bill. ;
